r e s id e n t of Santa Fe Road Testifies 
at Chicago. 
Chicago, Jan. 9. -The inquiry of the 
interstate commerce- commission into 
the management and methods of the 
Harriman railroads recently adjourned 
In New York city was resumed lier*'. 
The commission was occupied for 
the greater part of the day with evi­ 
dence relating to rates on cattle from 
Texas points, and it was not until late 
In the afternoon 
that the 
Harrim an 
lines were brought before the board. 
Only one 
witness was 
examined. 
President Riples of the Santa Fe rail­ 
road, and 
at the conclusion 
of his 
evidence an adjournment was taken 
for the day. 
The examination of President Ripley 
did not bring out any startling Infor­ 
mation. 
He declared that he did not 
now until he bad read it last week in 
the papers that the Union Pacific was 
the holder 
of nearly 
$10,000,000 of 
Santa 
Fe stock. 
He 
asserted 
that 
when approached by representatives of 
this stock for the right to name mom- 
bels of the Santa Fe directory ho re­ 
fused to consider the proposition until 
was distinctly understood that the 
directors to bo named wore not offi- 
’ors of the Union 
Pacific or of any 
other line competitive with the Santa 
e. 
The directors named were IL H. 
Rogers and Henry C. F. Prick, both of 
whom were directors of the Union Pa 
cifie at the time of their election to tho 
directory of the Santa Fe. 
President 
Ripley testified that their connection 
with the Union Pacific had In no way 
mpairod their usefulness to the Santa 
Fe and he 
declared them 
to be as 
good directors as the Santa Fe now 
has. 
President Ripley was examined and 
cross-examined at considerable length 
as to whether the Union Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific were competitors 
of each other and of the Santa Fe. The 
substance of his testimony in this re­ 
spect was that while competitors in 
some things they were not so on all 
classes of traffic nor from all parts of 
the country.

Big Plant of Michigan Stove Works 
Damaged. 
Detroit, Jan. 9.—Fire gutted a ma 
jor portion of the large 
plant of tin 
Michigan Stove W orks on Jefferson 
avenue in (he evening, causing a los 
estim ated at $750,000, while the entire 
plant was insured for but $380,000. Uj 
w ards ct 15,OOO gas and coal stove 
w ere ruined 
and of the 
tremendou 
plant covering an area of ten or twelv 
acres, 
only the 
office building, 
the 
foundries 
and 
part of the 
storage 
building were saved, less than a thir 
of the entire establishment. 
Several 
firemen were injured by falling debri 
and half a dozen spectators were hui 
when the horses attached to one 
the lire department wagons ran away 
into the enormous crowd that lined 
the street opposite the burning plant 
T he plant employed a total of 1,201 
men. 
Five of the people 
injured by the 
runaw ay were taken to hospitals. 
A 
unidentified man died 
at St. Mary 
hospital. 
His skull 
was crushed 
the horses’ hoofs. 
Joseph E. Tuck i 
in a critical 
condition with 
a frac 
tared skull; Mrs. Joseph E. Tuck, his 
wife, has a broken thigh and lessei 
Injuries. 
None of the firemen were seriously 
injured. 
Spontaneous combustion among the 
stored coal is the only cause that can 
be assigned for the fire. 
The plant 
will he rebuilt as soon as possible.

he added provisions

the expenses of the Investigation be 
paid out of the contingent fund of the 
senate. Such a resolution w’ould Ignore 
the constitutional and legal questions 
that have

days In tho 
senate. 
Senator lo d g e 
says lie Is favorable to the substitute 
and Senator Foraker says he is not 
particular as to the phraseology of the 
resolution so long as a committee is 
sent to Brownsville to Investigate the 
affray.

Impossible to Get Into AV heel Pit 


Until Tomorrow— May Be 


For Month?. 


Electric light men have been busy to­ 
day cutting out the residence lights at 
the junction boxes on the poles through 
out the city. 
The streets lights will 
also be shut off. 
This is because of an 
accident which occurred to one of the 
water wheels 
last 
night 
about IO 
o’clock. 
When soon by the D isp a t c h repre­ 
sentative at the electric light office this 
forenoon Mr. Baker, tho superintendent 
stated that ho could give no idea even 
of the length of time it would bo 
necessary to shut ofT the lights. The 
core on tho shaft on one of the water 
wheels was stripped and tho main boxes 
were broken in two. 
The shaft to the 
wheel showed that the wheol was out of 
position, but the extent of tho damage 
can not be ascertained until tho wheel 
pit is drained. 
The hoad gates are froz­ 
en and men have been sot to work today 
to cut the ice and get them thawed out so 
that they can be dropped tho first thing 
tomorrow morning. 
It will be then 
possible to make some estim ate of the 
damage, 
lf the wheel is not broken it 
will probably bo a couple of weeks be­ 
fore tho core can bo refilled and the 
wheel started’ 
lf on the other hand, 
the wheel is so far damaged as to require 
replacing it will bo three or possibly 
four or tivo months before a new wheel 
can be secured and put in place. 
Mr. Baker states th a t had the system 
been properly put in, with tho residence 
lights on a separate circuit, so that they 
would be controlled from a switch at 
th© plant, then nfter the stores closed 
the houses could be cut in, but as it is 
this is impossible. 
Owing to the lack 
of power it will bo impossible to run the 
street lights and they will also be cut 
off. 
Mr. Baker states th at ho found the 
plant in a very bad condition in fact in 
no condition nt all, the boxes being 
lose and the shafts 
so crooked th at 
they would not have run had the boxes 
been tightened. 
A breakdown was in­ 
evitable sooner or later, from the very 
condition of things. The force of the 
tear-up last night was sutlicient to 
break 12x14 timbers square off. 
Mad 
the wheels and shafting been properly 
overhauled last summer 
when 
the 
lights were oil and the machinery kept 
up the present interruption to the ser­ 
vice might have been avoided and at a 
quarter of the expense. 
Tomorrow morning tho machines will 
be shut down and the wheel pit drained 
and examined. Tho extent of damage 
and probably the cause can bo then as­ 
certained. 
Mr. Baker hopes, with one water 
wheel, to keep tho commercial houses 
supplied with light for the present. 
Ho 
hopes 
to make his examination to­ 
morrow and resume with one wheel to­ 
morrow night, contaiuuing in this way 
until the repairs arrive when it will be 
necessary to shut down to place them 
and possibly 
then the entire service 
will have to stop for several days.
